REMARKS

Claims 24-37 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as claiming the same invention as that 
of claims 1-14 of U.S. Patent No. 6,595,153. Accordingly, a terminal disclaimer is filed 
herewith such that it is believed that the double patenting rejection has been obviated. The 
Applicant therefore respectfully requests withdrawal of the rejection.
